companion was shot in the back 
by a Soviet sentry. 


Red-haired Elfriede Elias said 


she was seized by the Russians 
while trying to give first aid to 
Pfc. Jack Grunden, 18, of Port- 
land, Ore., the unarmed American 
who was beaten and shot in a scuf- 
fle with Russian soldiers Sunday 
night. 


She said she was taken through 


a back door of the Russian-occu- 
pied Grand hotel and driven to 
Russian headquarters. There, she 
said, she was questioned three 
times by Russian officers before 
being released Monday night.

congress has been giving foreign 
aid proposals.

Cripps 
summed up Britain's outlook for 
the coming year in a white paper 
which made it clear that the al- 
ready hard pinched public would 
have less to eat and wear. How- 
ever, while "the year is bound to 
be one of great anxiety, x x x we 
can help to make it the first year 
of a great upward turn in the

recovery." 


The chancellor continued: 


"This year will beyond doubt
